“German detachments marched in the 
Kolno district against the enemy, ad- 
vancing beyond Lomza. 

“In the Vistula district the Germans 
gained further ground and occupied Ra- 
cionz. In previous engagements, besides 
a number of prisoners, six guns were 
taken. 

“In Poland, on the left bank of tha 
Vistula, there were no 
changes. 

“South of Ypres, near &t. Eloy, the 
Germans took about 900 yards of .the 
enemy's positions. Counter attacks were 
without success. Equally unsuccessful 
was the enemy’s attack fn the district 
southwest of La Bassee. Several dozens 
of prisoners were taken by the Ger- 
mans.

Once More Importance 


of Wonderful System of 


Strategic Lines Is Demonstrated When Gen- 
eral Staff Overwhelms the Czar’s Forces in 
Two Widely Separated Fields. 


} ERMANY’S great system of mili- 
Cy tary railways again has demon- 
strated the foresight of the Gen- 
eral Staff which planned them. Throug"t 
them Germany was enabied to shift 
rearly 1,000,000 men from the Belgian anc 
French frontiers to East Prussia and 
Bukowina, at which points the invading 
Germans were overwhelmed and driven 
out of territory they had occupied for 
months, 
As is usual with Germany, these shifts 
were made so expeditiously that neither 
the allies on the West nor Russia on the 
East suspected what was happening 
until Field Marshal von Hindenberg 
struck all along his line, causing the 
greatest disaster that has befallen Rus- 
sia since the war began. ~ 
While the central armies of the lens 
German-Russian ‘battie line ‘were en- 
gaged in an indecisive and costly contest 
to the west of Warsaw, along the frozen 
reaches of the Bzura in the first week in 
sebruary the Russian commander in 
chief was preparing a surprise. A strong 
Russian force was suddenly reported 
pressing its way west over the border of 
East Prussia in the direction of the 
coast. In spite of the rigors of February 
the invasion made rapid progress and 


Belgium, Westphalia and a prolongatior 
eastward to Berlin. It is the most im- 
portant railroad area in Europe. More 
than half its extent lay within German 
bounds before the outbreak of the war. 
To seize most of the remainder, lying in 
Belgium and northern France, was the 
tirst German deed after war broke out. 


Germany has a mile of railway to 
every 56.4 square, miles of territory, as 
against only a mile of railway to every 
6.6 square miles in France and far lower 
mileage in Russia. German railways 

re fewer to the east of Berlin, but 
that territory is none the less far better 
supplied with railroads than that on the 
Russian side of the border. 

But apart from the superior density 
of raflway mileage which Germany op- 
poses to her adversaries on either front 
another fact stands out; the superior 
disposition of the great railway lines 
for military purposes. The lines are 
direct, and they run to the natural 
points where troops must be sent and 
maintained. Thanks to such lines it is 
possible to consider the Vistula as only 
three days march from the Aisne. 
.The greater part of the railways of 
Germany are owned and operated by 
the State.

Resolution Is Amended. 

Senator Burton’s original resolution to 
have the Senate inquire whether there 
had been any negotiations by admin- 
istration officials looking to the purchase 
of ships of belligerents was amended by 
the committee which provides expenses 
for investigations to include inquiry into 
charges of opposition to the bill by the 
so-called Shipping Trust and in that 
form was passed unanimousiy. 

While the Senate was acting, Secre- 
tary McAdoo was notifying Senator 
Fletcher that he was preparing all the 
information on the sebject called for in 
the original resolution. He had notified 
Senator Fletcher that the information 
was available whether the Burton reso- 
lution was passed or not. The pas- 
sage of the resolution was  pre- 
ceded by a vigorous speech. by 
Senator Reed in defense of the 
Secretary of the Treasury and re- 
newed charges that shipping interests 
had lobbied against the bill. 

What Resolution Directs. 

The resolution. directs inquiry on: 

Whether any individual, firm or cor- 
poration in the United States has made 
loans or advances to any individual, 
firm or corporation owning ships which 
are detained in the ports of the United 
States or elsewhere to avold the conse- 
quences of war, whether they have at 
any time obtained options upon any 
such ships, and whether such persons r 
corporations having made loans or ob- 
tained such options, have any direct or 
indirect connection with the Government 
of the United States. 

Also into what efforts ‘‘the so-called 
shipping trust, or any firm, person or 
corporation, engaged or interested in 
shipping, have directly or indirectly 
made to prevent the passage of the ship 
purchase bill; whether any company of 
ship owners, or chamber of commerce 
or other body influenced or dominate: 
by ship owners, whose vessels would 
compete with the ships to be purchased 
or constructed under said act, have at- 
torneys or lobbyists at Washington 
working to consummate the defeat of 
said bill and whether any Senator or 
Senators of the United States are stock 
owners or bondholders of the WUWnhited 
Fruit Co. or any other company owning 
ships which would compete with the 
ships to be purchased or constructed un- 
der the provisions of said bil).’’ 


Reed in Parliamentary Battle. 
After the investigation resolution had 


been passed Senator Reed hurled a par- 
liamentaty bombshell into the Repub- 
fican ranks with a motion to table Sen- 
ator Gallinger’s pending motion to refer 
to the Rules Committee the Reed special 
cloture rule for the shipping bill. For 
a moment the Republicans were thrown 
into disorder before they realized that 
the! cloture fight was on again. 

On an objection, Vice-President Mar- 
shall sustained Reed’s motion, Senator 
Lodge appealed, and on a vote to table 
the appeal the administration Demo- 
crats were defeated by the seven in- 
surgents voting with the Republicans 
Benator Lodge then proceeded to ad- 
dress the Senate. 


Statement hy Warburg. 
Paul M. Warburg of the Federal Re- 


serve Board, whose name has been 
brought up in the Senate debates when 
Senators opposed to the ship bill have 
questioned whether Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
of which he formerly was a member, 
were not interested in selling German 
ships to the Government, made a:state- 
ment today disclaiming he ever hai 
discussed the ship bill with anyone, 
and reiterated. that he gave up all out- 
side affiliations when he joined the Fed- 
eral Board. 

“T have never discussed with Secre- 
tary McAdoo nor any member of the 
administration or Congress, directly or 
indirectly, the purchase or sale of the 
ships of the Hamburg-American Line or 
any other line,’’ said he. “As a matter 
of fact, I have consclentiously avoided 
all political discussions, and there is 
not a living soul in the United States 
to whom I ever said a word favoring 
the ship purchase bill.’’ 


President Firm for Bill. 
Conference between President Wilson 


and Democrats of the House and Sen- 
ate revealed wide diversity of views 
about calling an extra session. but de- 
veloped that the President still was de- 
termined to have the bill passed even 
though it required one.

Rome Newspaper’s Forecast of 
Proposals to Be Made to 
Gain Aid in War. 


ROME, Feb. 15.—The Idea Nazionale, 
a newspaper devoted to the interests of 
the Nationalist party. in its issue yes- 
terday published @ forecast of German 


proposals to Italy. as Follows: 

“Refore the end of February, Prince 
1on Buelow, the German Ambassador 
to Italy, will present to the Italian Gov- 
ernment a concrete proposal for Italian 
participation in the war on the side of 
Germany. This consists of the cessa- 
tion by Austria of the Province of Trent 
and the rectification of the eastern 
Italian frontier by the addition of a 
strip of land going as far as the Isonzo 
River. In addition Germany will pledge 
herself to conclude a new treaty with 
Italy which will afford protection t9 
Italy's Mediterranean interests. 

‘In exchange, Italy is to take part at 
once in the war. She will occupy Tu- 
ris and help Turkey drive the Englisn 
from Egypt, which will return under the 
dominion of the Su'tan of Turkey. In 
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addition the Italian fleet will attack the 
Anglo-French naval forces in the Medit- 
erranean.” 

Continuing, the Idea Nazionale says 
that Prince von Buelow, referring to 
Triest, made this statement:

James Marshall Repudiates Per- 
jury Affidavit in Two Con- 
flicting Statements.

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—James Marshall, 


the negro witness in the second Becker 
trial, whose testimony provided vital 


corroborative evidence of the ‘‘Harlen 
conference’ at which Herman Rosen- 
thal’s murder was plotted, and who 


made an affidavit in Philadelphia Sat- | 
urday that he lied at the trial, has made 
two conflicting affidavits in this city, 
in both of which he repudiated his Phil- 
adelphia perjury assertions. 

In the first affidavit, given to Assist- 
ant District Attorney Groehl, Marshall 
swore positively he had made no af- 
fidavit nor signed a statement of anv 
kind in Philadelphia. 

In the second affidavit, got from him 
by District Attorney Perkins after Per- 
kins and Groehl had grilled the negro 
for more than an hour, Marshall swore 
that he did make an affidavit in Phila- 
delphia but it merely related the cir- 
cumstances of his being tricked baek to 
this city to testify on pretense that he 
was to receive a theatrical engagement 
and contained not one word repudiat- 
ing his trial testimony or alleging that 
Groehl or anyone else had induced him 
to lie. 

John B. Johnston, partner of Martin 
l. Manton, and one of the chiefs of 
Becker's defense, when informed of the 
first affidavit made by Marshall in 
New York, asserted emphatically that 
Marshall did make an affidavit in Phi!- 
adelphia. He brought the disputed af- 
fidavit to this city and says it is now 
locked in the safe in his law office.

IGERMAN OFFICERS 


SAY BRITISH QUIT 
NORTH SEA BATTLE 


Declare ‘English Cruiser Went 
Down aid Others Were Crip- 
pled When Bluecher Sank. 
ENEMY IN CONFUSION 
None of Kaiser’s Ships That 
Returned From Engagement 
of Jan, 24 a Damaged. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Feb. §.—The German news- 
Papers have commenced the publication 
of a series of ‘‘eye witness” articles on 
naval affairs written by Otto von Gott- 
berg, a well-knoWn author. Of the bat- 
tle of Jan. 24, in the North Sea, -in 
which the German cruiser Bluecher was 
sunk, Von Gottberg, writing from in- 


terviews with participants, mostly of- 


ficers, says the German squadron was 
made up of the first-class cruisers 
Bluecher, Seydlitz, Derflinger and Molt- 
ke, the smaller cruisers Kolberg, Stral- 
sund, Graudenz and Rostock, of which 
the last two were not engaged in the 
actual fighting, and a torpedo craft. 

The Kolberg was the first to sight the 
‘enemy, a small British cruiser accom- 
panied by destroyers. The remainder of 
the British fleet was still below the ho- 
rizon. The Kolberg immediately opened 
fire. After several minutes the British 
ship opened with one of her forward 
guns and then began an artillery duel 
between the two small cruisers. 

The Kolberg received two British 
shots, one ‘from a 15 centimeter (six- 
inch) gun and the other frorn a 10.2 cen- 
timeter (4-in). Neither shot did much 
material damage but three men were 
killed and two were wounded. The Kol- 
berg steamed ahead and was planning 
to close with the enemy. However, her 
sister cruiser, the Stralsund, steaming 
further to the right, and a long distance 
ahead of the squadron, had sighted the 
main body of the British fleet coming 
up and signalled to the Admiral on 
board the Seydlitz “eight large hostile 
ships sighted on starboard bow.”’ 

Fleet Again Out of Sight. 

The flagship thereupon signalled a 
command which swung the great Ger- 
man cruisers arougd and closed the um- 
brella screen of destroyers. The fleet 
now headed southeast. 

The British ships again had dropped 
out of sight and did not reappear until 
some time later, when the pilot of the 
Moltke called attention to five big ships 
on the starboard quarter, that is to the 
westward on the opposite from those 
seen before. 

“The commander and. the 
writes Von Gottberg, ‘‘were still study- 
{ng through their glasses, the five 
scarcely visible shadows on the gray 


‘| waves, when a big shell struck the wa- 


ter 500 yards away, throwing up a high 
pillar of water. The enemy had un- 
masked himself. Either five hitherto 
unreported big ships had been lurking 
undiscovered behind ships or else five 
of the eight previously sighted had 
made a wide circuit completely around 
our squadron. 

“The German ships immediately an- 
swered the fire of the enemy. In or- 
der to bring more guns into action, first 
the enemy, then the German squadron, 
took the familiar echelon formation, 
like a flight of steps and steamed along 
22 kilometers (18 miles) apart, each 
ship trying by constant turning to 
bring as many guns as possible to 
bear. The British concentrated their 
fire on our rearmost ship, the Blue- 
cher, and shortly landed a severe hit 
over the engine room. This forced the 
Bluecher to drop back slowly even be- 
fore she hoisted her last signal after 
a second shot reached the engine room: 
‘All engines useless.’ 


Was Mass of Fiame. 
‘‘The a Sinodker was a mass of flame 


from fore bridge to stern, the pillar of 
fire above her towering to the sky. 

“Forty-five minutes later the quarter- 
deck of the Seydlitz also began to blaze. 
The Seydlitz, of all the ships, which 
returned, was the only one, on which 
the two-hour. bombardment inflicted 
any real injury. The British were 
shooting at a very extreme range in 
order to keep out of reach of our mid- 
dle artillery. That ts orcbably the rea- 
son for the slight damage to the Derf- 
flinger and Seydlitz, which were each 
hit squarely. They each show the mark 
of a shell which struck their armor, 
but so weakly that it has not even 
been necessary to replace the damaged 
plate. 

“The shell which caused the fire on 
the Seydlitz pierced the foundation of a 
turret and set off some ammunition, 
causing a fire and some loss of life. 
Otherwise the Seydlitz was Pen gpa ws 


Effect on the En 
“But let us consider the offent of our 


artillery on the enemy during the two 
hours of combat. The second ship in 
the British echelon was the first to 
waver under the severe fire of the Ger- 
man guns. It sheered out of line and 
the third ship closed up, leaving a gap 
between it and the fourth ship, The 
Lame Duck was not seen again, presum- 
ably she was the one which sank later. 
After a little more fighting the two ships 
in the foremost group of English cruis- 
ers dropped astern or turned about. Five 
shelis had struck them, causing fires. 
“The British battle line was now in 


broken. This was the reasen why its 
Admiral broke off the fight and decided 
to limp home. He was nowhere near 
the German mine flelds or submarines 
of which the British report speaks. The 
fact was, the British were finished. They 
could not follow further.

The Rev. Samuel D. McKinney, 
preacher, State Investigator of Charita- 
ble Institutions, member of the Board 
of Education and Milk Inspector, will 


continue ag pastor of the Cherry Street 
Baptist Church of Alton, in accordance 
with a rising vote of his congregation 
at the Sunday services. 

The vote was taken after McKinney 
had read from the pulpit four anony- 
mous letters which he recently received. 
It was set forth in one of the letters 
that McKinney’s wife had given a card 
party at her home and that prizes wers 
distributed. Other charges were tnat 
McKinney was devoting too much of his 
time to the four public offices which 
he holds. 

Explains “Card” Party. 

In reference to the card-playing, the 
pastor explained to his congregation 
that his wife gave a burlesque car 
party in celebration of her daughter's 
birthday, but that the cards used were 
not “the devil's playthings,’’ but those 
used in a harmless game something 
like ‘‘Authors.”’ 

Just to makg the party more lively, 
he said, two burlesque prizes were giv- 
en. A young woman guest received a 
10-cent safety razor, while a box of 
face powder was given to a young 
man. 

As to the other charges, McKinney 
said his official duties had never inter- 
fered with his service as pastor of the 
church. He believed, he said, that some 
members of his congregation were hos- 
tile to him because he recently took 
part in an evangelistic revival in Alton. 

Converts Do Not Vote. 

Before asking the congregation to vote 
McKinney requested that several con- 
verts, not yet admitted to full member- 
ship, leave the church. auditorium, They 
went into the basement. 

There was an impressive ‘ moment 
when McKinney asked that all in favor 
of retaining him as pastor should rise. 
All but six members stood up. 

McKinney has been pastor of the 
church 14 years. The congregation pays 
him $1000 a year. As State Investigator 
of Charitable Institutions he receives 
$1800 a. year and his salary as Overseer 
of the Poor is $600 a year. He receives 
no salary as member of the Board of 
Education and Milk Inspector. 

Because of his political activity Mc- 
Kinney has been unofficially called 
chaplain of the Alton city administra- 
tion.

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MR. ANTWINE'IS ENCOURAGED. 


"R. ANTWINE looked up from his newspaper 
with a hopeful expression on his face, as if 
he had finally found some good in the war. 
‘*‘Listen to this,’’ he said, reading: 
' GENEVA, Feb. 9, (Dispatch to The London 
Daily Chronicle.) —Speaking at a large meet- 
ing of German metallurgists at Duesseldorf 
e Dr. Schuster said that the lack of copper, 
nickel, zinc, aluminum, bronze, lead, etc., was 
becoming a more serious problem every day. 
He suggested that these metals should be 
commandeered by the military auth6rities 
not only in Germany, but also in Belgium and 
in the French territory occupied by the Ger- 
man troops from the ordinary brass watertap 
to the copper church roof. 

Dr. Schuster further suggested that all the 
bronze monuments in the country in honor of 
‘‘royalty and other persons, which monu- 
ments are too numerous,’’ should be melted 
down for army purposes. He did not directly 
mention the bronze monuments and busts of 
the Kaiser, of which nearly every town boasts 
several, but the assembly agreed with him 
unanimously. 

**Of course, one can’t tell what they did to that dis- 
patch after they got it into the office of the London 
Chronicle, but it is on the whole comforting,’’ Mr. 
Antwine said. ‘‘Something will have to be done be- 
fore long about the monuments which encumber the 
earth, and if a world war is going to reduce us to 
melting them up into cannon, we will be able to say 
that much to the credit of war, anyway. In this 
country the sooner the better. We have not many 
monuments, and if we melt what we have before 
the distribution of them has gone too far, there will 
be fewer heartaches. There are, it is true, beauti- 
ful monuments which deserve to be spared, and they 
doubtless will be spared. This dispatch doubtless 
means the great mass of junk which litters up the 
streets of any big city, and is no doubt especially 
tempting to the melting pot at this time in Europe.

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Willard Admits He’s Not a Fighting 


Kansas White Hope Shows Fine Speed and Wind in Work- 
Out With Sparring Partners—Explains His Plans for 
Fight With Negro at Juarez, Mexico, March 6.

Utrecht, 


A Special Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 
EL PASO, Tex., Feb. 15.—Jesse Willard today told me he expected to 
defeat Jack Johnson, March 6. Then he showed me how Jack likes to stall 
and feint and let the other fellow take the lead and how he will follow him 


move for move. 

“IT will not tear into him as Jef- 
fries and Flynn did,” he said. “If he 
changes his tactics and tears into 
me first, nothing will please me bet- 


ter, for that’s where I shine.” 

Out at the training camp, 10 miles 
from town, a crowd of 500 yesterday saw 
Willard spar with O’Rourke, Hempel 
and Monaghan. Naturally, I expected 
his sparring partners to be sent to 
the ropes and finally come out of 
the ring admitting Willard is the 
toughest proposition they ever were 
up against, for that is part of the 
game. But the three men came out 
after two rounds exhausted and 
bloodied up, while Willard suffered 
nothing, and his wind was as good as 
when he began. 


Willard Has Speed and Wind. 


The three men are much lighter 
than Willard, but Willard was more 
speedy with his feet and hands than 
any of them. Mere strength does not 


win a prizefight, so it was speed and 
wind that [ studied mostly. 

Monaghan, who fights in Johnson's 
style, weighs but six pounds less 
than Jack, and has a reach one and 
one-half inches longer than the 
darky, suffered heavy punishment in 
today’s exhibition despite the fact 
that Willard used big gloves and 
was careful not to hit with full 
force. 

Tom Jones, the Kansan’s manager, 
took me out to the camp just in time 
for luncheon. Willard wrapped his 
hand around mine as be bent down to 
Shake hands. The camp looked like 
anything but training quarters for 
a world’s championship prizefight. A 
cheerful fire burned in the fireplace 
and Mrs. Jones gave us a farmer’s 
wife’s welcome. 

“Come on, boys!" someone shouted, 
and we seated ourselves about a table 
glistening white. It seemed like we 
were farm hands, and all had appetites

to complete the comparison. Moreover, 
Jesse is as jolly as farmers are pro- 
verbially supposed to be, and the fact 
that the big fight is only three weeks 
off is the beast of his worries. If Mrs. 
Jones wanted anything, Jesse was the 
first to make a jump for it, and every- 
thing that came up caught Jesse's in- 
terest. Cartoons showing Willard, Jones 
and the sparring partners caused Jesse 
much amusement. 

“T am not really a fighting man,” 
Willard said to me as we sat down be- 
fore the fireplace after luncheon, ‘‘but 
the day Johnson won the championship 
I decided to take it away from him 
some time. The time has come. 
studied every move Johnson has made, 
studied all his tricks, and am ready. I 
frequently visited pictures showing his 
fight with Jeffries in order to gain an 
idea of his style. 


Has New Training Scheme. 


“T can’t tell: exactly how I will fight; 


it all depends on what the negro will 
do. As to how I feel—why, man, this 
training is play; it is pleasure. Out 
here on the plains in the fresh air and 
mountains around us I am getting 
stronger daily. I go to bed at 9, get up 
at 6 and take a six-mile trip, and usually 
tire out my three partners. 

“IT don't use the old style of train- 
ing. Former champions used to take a 
hard walk of 12 miles. I go six, some- 
times running fast as I can, sometimes 
walking at my regular gait. This is like 
boxing, and gets the heart and nervous 
system ready for a big bout. In boxing, 
part of the time it is running and some- 
times slow work, and so I use this sys- 
tem in my training. 

“Will I try to knock out Johnson in 
the first round or two? No, unless the 
opportunity presents itself. I am in no 
hurry to win, and will take my time, 
March 6, but if the opportunity comes 
in the first few minutes of fighting I will 
knock the negro out. I expect to win 
+e fight. but it won't swell my head if 

do.”’

These advantages, though great, can- 
not always decide a fight, but greater 
speed and wind are apparently Wil- 
lard’s. But there is another quality 
greater that all that counts in any 
scrt of a fight or battle—grit.

In baseball there are not a few high- 
salaried ingrates. If there is anything 
that sickens a prima donna of the dia- 
mond it is to see in his co-worker an 
excessive willingness for work. For 
that reason Grover Cleveland Alexand- 
er, who last season worked in 35 in- 
nings for the delapidated Phils, was 
looked upon as a first-class nanny. 

‘“‘A fine boob is Aiex,’’ said one of 
the Ruff Nex last fall.

PRISON CONTRACT |= 
LABOR 1S FOUGHT! 


State Administration Forces Fa- 
vor Bill to Continue the Sys- 
tem Six More Years. 


By a Staff Correspondent ot the Post- 


Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 15.—In ad- 
vance of a meeting of the House Com- 
mittee on Penitentiary, to be held this 
evening. the strength of the administra- 
tion forces in the lJLegislature was 
thrown today to the support of a bill 
to prevent the abolishing of the con- 
tract labor system in the prison. 

Members of the committee said today 
that Warden McClung of the prison, 
an appointee of Gov. Major, had talked 
ts them privately, advocating the pass- 
age of the bill, which was introduced 
by Representative Cornelius of De Kalb 
County, who is a supporter of the ad- 
ministration. Further evidence of the 
administration’s activity for the bill is 
revealed in a statement by Senator Bu- 
ford, who was elected president pro 
tem. of the Senate through the influ- 
ence of the seorgrosn gael 


Attitude of the 
Senator Buford said thet bill ‘eftered 


the only sclution of the prison labor 
roblem, and that the finances of the 
tate did not justify the large expendi- 
tures necessary to equip factories which 
would place all convicts under State 
employ. 

The attitude of the Governor has been 
known since his biennial message to the 
Legislature. The Governor favored abo!- 
ishing the contract system, but de- 
clared that it was not advisable to at- 
tempt to do away with the system im- 
mediately. He advocated the purchase 
of a farm on which a few hundred con- 
victs could be employed. 


No Appropriation Provided. 
The Cornelius bill authorizes the 


Poard of Prison Inspectors to contract 
the services of any or all convicts for 
six years. It contains provisions au- 
thorizing the board to provide machin- 
ery for manufacture by convicts for the 
State of any articles the board consid- 
ers advisable, but contains no appro- 
priation, which would prevent the use 
of the convicts by the State, and would 
make necessary the continuance of the 
contract system for all convicts.

TIDE EBBS AND 
FLOWS IN THE

Quotations Rise Sharply, Then 
Drop; Close Is Fairly 
Strong. 


Sy Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyright financial review 
today, says: 

“Prices on the Stock Exchange moved 
today, according to Wall street’s shift- 
ing mood with respect to the German 
war zone matter. An early advance ap- 
peared to reflect the pacific tone pre- 
dicted in the Berlin dispatches for the 
German Government’s response to our 
Government's note of protest. This was 
followed by renewed and rapid de- 
cline, presumably the response to the 
absence of any positive assurance to 
the delay in the official Berlin answer, 
and to the extraordinary proposals of 
Count Bernstorff, that Germany would 
not sink our ships if we should force 
England to cease holding up foodstuffs 
consigned to Germany. 

‘In the later hours recovery again 
set in. This time, the course of prices 
may possibly have been favorably in- 
fluenced by the extraordinary movement 
of the foreign exchanges. 

Exchange Market Lower. 

“The course of foreign exchange to- 
day presented a most remarkable finan- 
cial picture. Exchange_on London fell 
a full cent in the pound further; reach- 
ing at 4.81, a rate lower than any which 
the foreign exchange houses could find 
on their past recorrs. But today’s move- 
ment was not confined to sterling. Both 
Wrench and Italian exchange went be- 
low the New York gold import point; 
the rate of Rome moving rather vio- 
lently in our favor. Even Swiss ex- 
change followed suit, and the rate on 
Kterlin went to 84%, as against a mini- 
mum of 855% in the spectacular decline 
of last November. 

“This is a low figure for the season, 
and is 10% per cent under the par of 
exchange. The only European exchange 
rate, indeed, which failed to participate 
in this remarkable movement, w that 
ov Amsterdam—a fact, no doubt, ex- 
plained by the recent activitieseof the 
Dutch market in buying American se- 
curities from Berlin, and selling them 
to New York. 

“The familiar explanations for this 
violent swing of the international 
balance were revived today—our in- 
creasing excess of merchandise ex- 
ports; our unprecedented shipments 
of wheat and war munitions; the un- 
expected increase in cotton exports, 
not covered, as in the past, by drafts 
on London sold beforehand; our large 
gold exports and redemption of for- 
eign obligations last autumn. The 
scope of these influences is impor- 
tant now as at any previous time, 
since sterling turned in our favor 
during November; yet it “may be 
doubted if they explain all the cur- 
rent action of exchange rates. 

“Quite as truly as in the day when 
exchange on London rose to wholly 
unheard of figures, at the time of 
the July war panic, the world’s fi- 
nancial market& are confronted to- 
day with conditions never previously 
witnessed. 

Situation Is Unusual. 

“The nature of the financial situ- 
ation, created in Europe’s markets 
by the emergency credit expedients 
and the war expenditure, will always 
be taken into account by observers 
of economic training and experience. 
Under such conditions the tendency 
at any rate would naturally be to- 
wards something like depreciation in 
all currencies involved. Quite as nat- 
urally exchange would tend of itself 
to swing powerfully in favor of the 
country or countries which had 
brought their own finances to abso- 
lute equilibrium, which were freely 
giving out gold, and which were not 
involyéd in the war itself. 

“There is yet another fundamental in- 

fluence on exchange in war time, 
taught by all past experience.- That is, 
that great sums of private capital will 
inevitably, under war Conditions, be 
sent for safe-keeping from belligerent 
markets, to the markets of a powerful 
neutral state. 
“German and French capital crowded 
into London’s deposit accounts in 1870. 
The Rothschild fortune was built up by 
funds thus confided to them in the 
great free cities, during the Napoleonic 
wars. How far this influence is now 
in operation is a question which econo- 
mists may find worth discussing.”’

Expectations of a 
liberal decrease in the domestic wheat 
visible supply for the week, and world’s | 
wheat shipments of 11,606,000 bu, against

last year, helped bullish sent{jment. 

There is a growing belief in trade cir-- 
cles that the export difficulties between 
Germany and the United 
States will be amicably adjusted, and 
that American commerce will not be 
molested. 

May wheat opened %c higher, at $1.48%
